Lgng-distance phone 
rates will decrease 


Changes in the state utility laws, 
passed and signed in 1985, are being 
cited as a direct factor in AT&T's 
decision to apply for a new price 
structure, reducing the average 
rates it charges Illinois customers. 

AT&T announced Jan. 15 it has fil- 
ed for a new price structure with the 
Illinois Commerce Commission that 
would réduce the cost of long- 
distance service in Illinois by an 
average of 8.5 percent for thé typical 
customer. Actual rate changes will 
vary. 

The company also submitted pro- 

posals that would reduce the cost of 
WATS service by an average of 18 
percent and the cost of 800 service by 
18 percent. If approved, the new 
rates will go into effect on Feb. 14. 

“As a direct result of the 1985 
legislation, Illinois citizens who are 
AT&T subscribers will see a signifi- 
cant reduction in their bills for long- 
distance calls within Tllinois,’’ Gov 
James Thompson said. “That means 
$16 million savings for Llinoisans. 

“Last year, AT&T reduced its 
rates by 6.5 percent as a direct result 
of the Universal Telephone Service 
Protection Law of 1985, which 
replaced the outdated Pubiic Utility 
Act originally written in 1921,’’ 
Thompson said. ‘‘That reduction, 
when_combined_with-the_niew—an- 
nouncement, means average net 
savings of 15 percent, or $34 
million,””
